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1. Jakanovic (fn), director of the state wood enterprise SIPAD, en route to 
Argentina to negotiate trade agreements, stated the following: 


a. That the Yugoslav Government is prepared to make concessions (unspeci fied} 
to Western countries upon entering trade agreements ‘ 


b. That Tito is currently meeting with Milos Trifunovic (in exile), former 
Prime Minister of the Yugoslav. Government and other opposition party 
leaders, for the purpose of planning elections to include a re~ 
presentation of all parties in the Yugoslav Government. 


2. Another source declared that: 
a. Tito is consulting with Ivan Subasic, Milos Trifunovic, Milan Grol, 
Srdjan Budisavljevic and Mandic (fm),prior to establishing an opposition 
representation in the Government; 


b. The opposition leaders allegedly are insisting that Alexander Rankovic, 
chief of the UDB, be succeeded by Blagoje Neskovic.. 


3. Communist informants in Ljubljama state that Solar and Gosar have already 
been approached by the Government to accept positions in the Slovene Republic. 
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
